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The Derwent reference is in context of an ice mal ihg system, a dijEFerent context than 
what is claimed in claim 17, The base for a cooling system of claim 17 uses a block of ice for 
cooling as opposed to being a cooling system that is used to generate ice cubes. Claim 17 also 
specifically requires "a floor pan for collecting water ben ;ath the primaiy coil and the return 
coil.*' It is respectfully submitted that Derwent does not ( lisclose this limitation either. 
Therefore, it is respectfully submitted that this rejection t jiclaim 17 should be withdrawn and the 
Examiner should also find claim 17 allowable.
